THREE OUT OF FOUR Ameri- 
cans who took a geographic literacy 
test couldn't locate the Persian Guif, 
most had no idea of the U.S. popu- 
lation and the majority were lost 
when it came to finding Britain, 
France or Japan. 

The international survey, com- 
anissioned by the National Geo- 
graphic Society and conducted this 
spring by Gallup, ranked Americans 
sixth in geographic literacy com- 
pared with their counterparts in 
eight other countries: Canada, 
France, Italy, Japan, Mexico, Swe- 
den, the United Kingdom and West 
Germany.

“There is the old demon 
of the Jew as Christ kiler and the 
new myth of the Jew in contro! of all 
the media — television, radio, press 
and movies. The myths of the first 
century and of the 20th century have 
now been combined into a new de- 
monology,” Rudin said. 
An ad placed by an evangelical 
ministry in the Hollywood trade 
press reinforces the point by pro- 
ining in bold face: “Our Lord 
was crucified once on a cross. He 
doesn’t deserve to be crucified a sec- 
ond time on celluloid.” Rudin also 
found some irony in the thought that 
Falwell and other fundamentalists, 
who in the past have been warmly 
embraced as stout supporters of Is- 
rael, should at the same time em- 
bark on a course posing serious dan- 
gers to American Jewry. 
“Apparently they (fundamentalists) 
are able to hold two thoughts at the 
same time, saying, in effect: “Israel, 
Yes! Jews, No!’” Rudin said. 
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As an initial counter-measure, 
Rodin said, he is urging AJC chap- 
ters throughout the country to build 
alliances with mainstream Christian 
groups and jointly alert their com- 
iy ia to the dangers inherent in 

the fundamentalist attack. 

A Statement by the American 
Jewish Congress noted that Falwell 
and Hymers “know very weil that

AT PRESS TIME, there were some 
indications that the shrillest protest- 
ers may be experiencing ἃ backlash 
of their own.

Berries in the garden 


GARDENER’S CORNER / Walter Frankl 


BERRIES ARE generally consid- 
ered more suitable for home grow- 
ing than tree fruits. They are easier 
to grow, take less space and are 
quicker to mature. The amateur gar- 
dener may have high quality berries, 


which, picked ripe and eaten imme- | 


diately are superior to anything that 
may be purchased. 

Blackberries, (Rubus fracticosas, 
petel shahor in Hebrew) can be 
found in abundance in spring and 
early summer growing wild among 
the haws in nearly impenetrable 
hedgerows in the hills of Upper Gal- 
ilee. Although smaller. firmer and 
less accessible than cultivated vari- 
eties, wild blackberries have a more 
concentrated, superior flavour. Cut- 
tings take well and will grow suc- 
cessfully in most gardens provided 
the soil is well-drained. The best 
planting time is either September or 
early spring. Plant top cuttings of 
cane shoots directly mto the soil 
(not into water before) and in the 
following spring, the established 
roots will grow new blackberry 
plants. Train the young canes along 
horizontal wires to facilitate easy 
picking of fruit the following season. 

Regular waterings, cultivation for 
air and weedings are essential. 
Work in some compost every 
month. Nets against damage by 
birds are a a ἴῃ the third 
year, when you ly possess 
some well established canes in your 
blackberry patch, you may use the 
system of layering for further propo- 
gation. The tips of young canes are 
bent down into well-dug soil around 
the mother plants and weighed 

with heavy flat stones. The 
tips can also be bent into medium 
sized flower pots filled with a com- 
post-soil_ mix and sunk into the 
ground. The young plants are sepa- 
Tated from the parent canes when 
well-rooted in spring. 

Blackberries, when not kept in 
check by yearly prunings, will grow 
all directions and root easily where 
you don’t want them: see they don’t 
become a wilderness. Blackberries 
need constant moisture. This point 
can not be overemphasized as the 
fruit ripens at 2 time when hot dry 


- weather is to be expected every- 


where in the country. Blackberries, 
generally are virus-free and need no 
spraying. The berries, which are 
mostly planted at garden fences, will 
do best when'watered by a system of 
dripping pipes. American growers 
have produced an absolutely disease 
proof variety and a species without 
seeds. These novelties, unfortunate- 
ly have not yet reached this country. 
Professor A. Eig in The plants of 
Palestine describes two kinds of wild 
blackberries (Rubus sanctus andRu- 
bus tomentosus) in the upper Gali- 
lee. These are the only edible ber- 
ries which grow in Israel, We have 
no wild strawberries, blueberries, 
currants, bilberries, raspberries or 
berries, which grow so abun- 
dantly in the forests of Europe from 
Norway to Italy and also in North 
America. European and American 
botanists have been working for sev- 
eral decades to improve these fruits 
which are used widely also in the 
jams and syrup industries. 
WIHY DID NATURE treat us as ἃ 
step-child, why are there πὸ berries 
in Israeli forests and why is it not 
possible to grow many species of 
edible berry in the home garden, 
except cultivated strawberries (and 
sporadically some raspberries) 
The reason is the climate, espe- 
Gally the summer heat of over 30° 
and our soil which is much too rich 
in lime. Many amateur gardeners 
have tried to grow different berries, 
but not only the climate and the soil 
were obstacles to success, but the 
water as well. Our water is rich in 
calcium, most berries need a pH of. 
5-5.5 while our water has generally a 
pH of 6-6.5. 
The strawberry (Fragaria, tut ha- 
gina) belongs to the rose family like 
the raspberry. blackberry, apples, 


apricots, peaches, cherries. etc. 
Wild strawberries grow in European 
and American forests. They are very 
small in size but superior in their 
aromatic taste. Strawberry growers 
in Israel have improved the size and 
quality of the fruit from year to 
year. Helped by the Meristem Lab- 
oratory at Kibbutz Rosh Hanikra 
near the Lebanese border, they are 
able to produce thousands of atinute 
seedlings in a test tube within a cou- 
ple of weeks. A small piece of leaf 

stamp size) from a plant 
with giant strawberries is put into a 
test tube together with an agar-agar 
jelly solution and is rotated on a big 
wheel at Rosh Hanikra after drops 
of anti-virus and anti-fungus solu- 
tion are added. The plants are well 
grown in a well-protected nursery 
and when they reach maturity for 
transplantation they are sold to 
farmers. All plants will have the 
properties of the giant species used 
in the process. 

It’s not only the giant berry that 
counts but also the creation in Israel 
of super modern equipment for 
strawberry cultivation. There was ἃ 
remarkable demonstration of this at 
a recent exhibition at the fair 
grounds in Tel-Aviv. 

A: tractor went oy a stip of 
land, approximately metres long 
and ploughéd i it. On its way back the 
driver raked it level. Then the same 
tractor went over the soft ground 
and made plantholes at fixed inter- 
vals. On the next pass, strawberry 
plants quickly went down a pipe and 
were planted in the holes, Two 
“iron hands” pressed the soil to- 
gether. During the tractor’s next 
move over the planted ground each 
plant received a watering. This was 
not 81}. Finally the tractor built a 
“tunnel” over the plants of wire 
wool with a plastic cover from a rol! 
of polyethelyne, Israeli agro-techni- 
cians have given us much to be 
proud of. 

Strawberries; for. home. gardens 
shouid be planted in autuinn from 
healthy runners of an established 
growth. Most Israeli nurseries sell 
strawberry plants in September but 
many people get them directly from 
strawberry farms,
